Debate Prolonged. 

Ordinarily, tariff bill debates last 
only a week in the house, but progress 
on the present measure was delayed 
by a group of western republicans 
who expressed dissatisfaction with in- 
creases granted on. agricultural prod- 
ucts, Some eastern republicans also 
dissented, principally because boots 
and shoes were not transferred from 
the free to the dutiable list. 

These complainants were allowed to 
place their cases before the republic- 
ans of the ways and means committee 
at supplemental hearings which beran 
last Tuesday and ended Saturday. To- 
morrow the committeemen will hold 
an executive session to study the pro 
posals with a view to offering those 
found worthy as committee amend- 
ments. Before any amendments are 
reported on, however, the democrat: 
on the committee will be called in to 
participate in the voting. 

Democrats’ Attitude Unknown. 

Few democrats appeared before the 
majority committeemen with sugges- 
tions for changes in the bill and the 
extent to which fhe. minority party 
will be permitted to in efforts to 
amend the bill on the floor will not 
be known until another republican 
conference is held to determine upon 
a special rule Jaying down the pro- 
cedure for consideration of the bill for 
amendment.

The United States will finance a big 
revival of trade between Russia and 
Germany if a credit scheme uuw being 
negotiated between Berlin and Mos- 
cow officials materializes. 

The proposed agreement envisages 
extension of approximately $119,000.- 
000 in German credits to the soviet, 
and it is anticipated the negotiations 
will be coneluded by the end of June. 
The plan foresees financing of a 
German commercial offensive in Rus- 
sian markets through the assistance of 
Wall street. The United News is in 
a position to reveal authoritstively 
the details of the project, which offi- 
cial sources here believe to be assured 
of the support of S. Parker Gilbert, 
American agent-general for repara- 
tions, as well as United States offi- 
cials, 

It was pointed out that German 
war reparations payments depend pri- 
marily on the German ability to in- 
crease exports. ‘Therefore, German 
success in recovering Russian markets 
conforms to the interest of the former 
allied countries in receiving repara- 
tions, according to assertions here.

FEDERAL TRADE BODY. 


~ MAKES 14TH REPORT 


Washington, May 19.—(4)—The 
federal trade commission announced 
today that it had transmitted to the 
senate its fourteenth interim report 
on the progress of its invesigation 
into publicity activities of public pow- 
er utilitiés. 

At the same time William Lavarre, 
co-publisher of four southern newspa- 
pers with Harold Hall, made public 
eight exhibits which he said he had 
sent to the commission in connection 
with its inquiry into newspaper fi- 
nancing activities of the Internation- 
al Paper & Power Co. 

In a letter, accompanying the ex- 
hibits, to Robert E. Healy, chief com- 
mission counsel, Lavarre said the ex- 
hibits ‘“‘will show the plan” of buying 
newspapers in the south “was pretty 
well crystallized in my mind at least 
three months before I ever thought 
of going to the International Paper 
Company for finances.” 

Advanced $870,000. 

The hearings havé developed that 
the International Paper Company, a 
subsidiary of the paper and power 
company, advanced Hall and Lavarre 
$870,000 on notes in their purchase of 
the Augusta, (Ga.) Chronicle. the 
Spartanburg (S. C.) Herald and the 
Journal andthe Columbia (S. C.) 
Record. 

The commission transmitted to the 
senate the transcript of testimony on 
Its hearings and sa@id it included *“‘cer- 
tain witness inquired of as to the in- 
vestments in hewspapers made by the 
International Paper & Power Co. or 
its subsidiaries.” The commission 
added, that it was making progress 
on its work in the financial and in- 
fercerporate relationships in the util- 
ity industry.

A Plain Statement by Richard H. Scott 


N its issue of Wednesday, May 15, the 

Automotive Daily News in a story 

appearing under a Lansing date-line 
stated that the Reo Motor Car Company 
would shortly produce astraight-eight auto- 
mobile; that the car was already in pro- 
duction in the Reo plant; and that public 
announcement was expected within a few 
weeks. 


“The story is utterly false and without foun- 
dation. 


“But since no ordinary denial would be able 
to prevent the widespread repetition of the fab- 
rication; since the publication of such a story is 
bound to affect adversely the sale of our six- 
cylinder automobiles—which we have been build- 
ing for years and which we have not the slight- 


est intention of discontinuing; and since it seems 


to us to be about time that the pastime of orig- 
inating and circulating falsehoods about re- 
spected members of the automobile industry 
should be effectually jolted; it has seemed to us 
that the only adequate means by which we can 
protect our rights and the rights of other mem- 
bers of the industry who are constantly being 
sniped at by unverified, untrue and destructive 
rumors is by resort to the courts. 


“The stockholders of the Reo Motor Car Com- 
pany have a property worth more than $30,000,- 
000 in net assets. The distributors and dealers of 
the Reo Motor Car Company have at least $30,- 
(00,000 more invested in the business of mer- 
chandising Reo Cars and Speed Wagons. We feel 
that we owe not only to those stockholders but to 
those distributors and dealers an obligation to 
protect them to the fullest extent possible against 
such an inexcusably reckless and unwarranted at- 
tack upon their property rights. 


“We are utterly at a loss to understand how or 
where such a story as the one in question could

have originated; and still more are we utterly un- 
able to comprehend how a responsible publica- 
tion could permit so potentially dangerous a story 
to find its way into its columns without having 
made an exhaustive effort to check its accuracy. 


“And yet, so far was this from the fact that

knew nothing whatever of the story in advance 
of its publication; on the contrary he was unwill-

New York, May 19.+-(AP)—tThe finish of the first intersectional 
test in the major leagues and the beginning of the second round of intra- 
sectional combat found the Cubs, the Pirates and the Browns at the front

won four out of seven and the Athletics four out of six in the seven days 
ending last night, and this finished the list of clubs which enjoyed good 


weeks, 
break. 

The flourish of the Cubs returned 
them to the league lead, with a margin 
of one and one-half gathes over the 
Cardinals last night. “The Cardinals 
finished well in the east, but ran into 
trouble at Pittsburgh, ending their 
week with only an even break in six 
games.

_ President Hoover's committee on 
recent economic changes made a re- 
port last week that is a veritable 
paean to American prosperity. This 
report fills two volumes and is signed 
by President Hoover and many lead- 
ers of American business whuo served 
on the committee compiling it. It 
Bays that economically we have a 
boundless field of insatiable wants be- 
fore us, and that we have the neces- 
_ sary capital, productive power, com- 

‘munication, transportation. education 
and skill in science and the arts te 
take advantage of the opportunity. It 
predicts that our wanith will increase 
even more rapidly in the future than 
in the receng past if the economic 
balance between production and: con- 
Sumption can be maintained. This 
prediction is buttressed by exhaustive 
anglyses and interpretations of our 
tconomic development for the last 
seven vears. of which it is said that 
it has been “splendid beyond all human 
experience.” 

Probably there are few who will 
challenge the optimistic prophecies 
ihat are to be found in this book, byt 
there is a wide difference of opinion 
as to when the goal of perfect sta- 
bility, anu even rate of expansion 
without “dips,” and accurately dis- 
tributed prosperity will be reached. 
Meanwhile it is realized that there is 
such a thing as over-discounting the 
future and that in some respects there 
ure reasons for caution in the outlook 


for fail as far as it has developed. |

Paradoxical Market.

But complaint cannot obscure the 
fact that a hitherto unheard of vol- 
ume of stocks is being carried on 
borrowed money largely by those who 
expect to resell them at a profit. If 
any accident, or the relentless logic of 
events, should set these sellers to com- 
peting with each other the effect 
would be disastrous. ‘Therefore, the 
reserve authorities properly refuse to 
take any steps to further encourage 
such borrowing. 

As a truer index to credit condi- 
tions than the reserve banks’ state- 
ment, Colonel Ayres, of Cleveland, 
points out that the gold base of the 
inverted pyramid which comprises the 
credit in use is now lower than it has 
ever been before, even at the worst 
of the inflation period and monetary 
strain of 1920. 

Has Little Effect. 

Meanwhile it is still true that the 
ndvance in money rates is having as- 
tonishingly little effect upon commerce 
and industry. I recently addressed a 
questionnaire to a group of substan- 
tial businessmen in the middle west 
in which I asked the effect of the 
higher money rates upon their affairs. 
Out of two dozen or so replies a few 
surprise me by saying that there has 
been no advance in the cost of or- 


dinary banking accommodation during 
the past year. In most places it is 
now 1 to 11-2 per cent higher, but 
with only two or three dissenting 
voices these correspondents report 
that there is no real difficulty in 
covering credit requirements. They 
ar: also almost unanimous in saying 
that savings and building and loan 
deposits are being maintained or in- 
creasing, and that there bas been no 
interruption in building ascribable to 
high money rates. 

In nearly every case they character- 
ize the outlook as good, and as my 
experience has been that businessmen 
are never over-enthusiastic reporters 
upon their own affairs, I take it that 
there is geferal satisfaction in the 
states along the Great Lakes. 

Facts in Accord. 

With this view the facts are mostly 
in accord. Business is booming in the 
iron, steel and automobile districts 
and good nearly everywhere else. 
even in sections relying largely upon 
agriculture. The iron and steel mills 
continue to operate virtually’ at ca- 
pacity and as most of the third- 
quarter buying is still tou be done the 
momentum of the industry promises 
to carry almost through the summer. 


The automobile industry, while stil 
at record production, seems on the 
verge of curtailment, with manufac- 
turers watching sales carefully. Rub- 
ber consumption in April exceeded all 
previous figures by a wide margin. 
but some reduction of activity im that 
industry also is soon expected. The 
cotton mills neesl new orders, which 
may come slowly unless the present 
fear of a too large cotton crop is 
modified, 

Improvement in building during 
April is one of the most encouraging 
items in the news. But it is offset 
by the decline in the emissions of new 
securities, which reflects the prostra- 
tion of the bond market and the hesi- 
tation that is now apparent in stocks, 
During April only one new foreign 
loan was floated in the United States, 
and if our debtors cannot borrow from 
us the: problem of payment inay be- 
come sufficiently acute to compel 
them to reduce their purchases. Our 


rates must eventually be incurred, 
Markets Steadier. 


The conmodity markets are some- 
what steadier except in the case of 
copper, in which the leading com- 
panies have felt impelled to put a 10 
per cent curtailment of output into 
effect.

OF THE PAST WEEK 


New York, May 19.—(#)—tThe ex- 
traordinarily brisk activity in heavy 
industries was maintained with prac- 
tically no signs of seasonal slackening 
during the past wéek. bunt retail trade 
was still retarded by wet and cool 


weather in many sections. 

The most unsettling development of 
the previous week, the sharp break in 
wheat prices, appeared checked until 
late in the week, when estimates of 
a heavy new crop, on top of the large 
carry-over from last year, again de- 
pressed _prices close to the $1-a-bushel 
level. The tangle in congress over 
farm relief was also rather disappoint- 
ing. 
An interesting development of the 
week was the report of President 
Hoover's. committee on recent eco- 
nomic changes, which depicted the 
country as enjoying an era of unprece- 
dented prosperity, but_ stressed that 
prosperity can be maintained only 
through maintenance of economic bal- 
anee, and indicated that savings have 
recently been diverted from business 
inte speculation. President Simmons 
of the New York stock exchange. in 
his annual: report, however, again 
stated his position that money placed 
in the call loan market is not divert- 
ed from business. 

The credit situation continued to 
cause nneasiness. The San Francisco 
and Minneapolis Federal Reserve 
banks raised their rediscount rates to 
the 5 per cent level prevailing in New 
York and elsewhere, and the inaugu- 
ration of a higher rate shortly was 
regarded as a _ probability. Building 
contracts, which showed considerable 
improvement in April, again dropped 
off sharply in the early part of May. 
Plans for contemplated building filed 
in April, however, showed a remark- 
able upturn, reaching a new high 
monthly total. While a large part of 
the increase occurred in New York 
city, undoubtedly reflecting the 


change in building laws, many other |

SCANT ATTENTION 


GIVEN 10 BONDS 


New York, May 19.—(2)—A pub- 
lic interested in the wide fluctuations 
in stocks and the variations in the 


call money paid seant attention last 
week to the bond division, especially 
since charges for time money, an im- 
portant factor in bond prices remain- 
ed abnormally high. 

Except for the convertibles, which 
earry possibilities of appreciation, ob- 
ligations of corporations, railroads 
and utilities were in small demand 
during the past week, when time loans 
ranged between 8 3-4 and 9 per cent. 
Even the stock option issues sold in 
smaller volume than in the preceding 


six-day period. Large bund hvuses 
report an absence of both supply and 
demand in the case of high-grade is- 
sues, with the result that prices con- 
tinue depressed, hovering just above 
the low average for the year establish- 
ed in the credit crisis of late March. 


The insurance companies, which 
constantly have funds to place in 
high-grade securities, and institutions 
are the chief purchasers of bonds in 
the present market, although there 
were indications last week that inde- 
pendent investors were buying here 
and there as they noted issues at 
what they considered bargain prices. 
Banks are said to be ready to enter 
the market again if easier money rates 
make bonds attractive to the financial 
institutions. 

The offerings of the week totaled 
approximately $80.000,000, or abvut 
$15,000,000 below the amount for the 
previous week. The largest item was 
the $25,000,000 issue of Alleghany 
Corporation 20-year convertible 5 per 
eents, and turnover of these securi- 
ties moderately large, reflecting pub- 
lic interest in new bonds that carry 
stock options. 

A considerable portion of the recent 
major bond financing has been «done 
through such issues, for what little 
mafket there is seems to qemand the 
possibilities for price 
that the share privilege oblizations af- 
ford. Large corporations doubtiess 
find this situation to their advantage, 
for they are able to finance through 
convertible debentures rather’ than 
through mortgages.

SHOWS INCREASE

‘New York, May 18.—Most newspa- 
per readers in this country turriedly 
skip over the monthly foreign trade 
Statements given out at Washington 
in search of what is believed to be 
more important and interesting stock 
market items. This is not surprising 
when it is kept in miud that the coun- 
trywide interest now being shown in 
the stock market is something com- 
maratively new; that prior to the 
Vorld War interest in the stock mar- 
ket was confined largely to this sec- 
tion of the country, mostly within a 
few hundred miles of Wall street. 

It does not require much imagina- 
tion, however. to see in the not dis- 
tant future as much public interest 
in our foreign trade monthly state- 
ments as is shown in England or 
France or Germany. In these state- 
ments is found the key to the absorb- 
ing story the stock market has been 
telling in recent years and is still 
telling. 


Favorable Balance. 


For 1914, the year the war started, 
our exports amounted to 82,115,000, 
HOO with imports at $1,780,000, mak- 
ing a balance in our favor of $324.- 
000,000. Our exports were then made 
up largely of grain. cotton and other 
farm products. The next year the 
Allies began to buy food and war 
supplies here, selling bonds in this 
market to raise the needed funds and 
our exports jumped to $3,554.000,000 
with imports at $1,778,000.000, giving 
us a favorable balance of $1.776.000.- 
000 compared with the $324,000,000 
for 1914. During the war and after 
war baom period, our foreign trade 
mounted year by year, until exports 
for 1920 stood at the amazing total 
of $8,228.000,000 and imports at $5.- 
978,000,000. At the peak, our an- 
nual exports exceeded imports by no 
less than $4,016.000,000, or more than 
combined exports and imports for 
1914, 

Then post-war deflation § started 
here and throughout the world and 
year by year our foreign tride fell off 
until for 1926 our fayorable balance, 
that is, the excess of exports over im- 
ports avas back where it was in 1%14 
Since then, there has been resumed ex- 
pansion in our foreign trade. 

In the meantime, what was going 


on in our foreign trade was being re-| 
At the} 


flected in our gold holdings. 
beginning of 1914 this country had 
$1.923,000,000 gold. Just before post- 
war deflation started, we had $8,177,- 
00,000, Then we lost some when our 
foreign trade began to fall off and 
other countries began to return to a 
gold basis. By 1924. however, our 
gold holdings were at a new high rec- 
ord above $4,000.000,000. 


That wasj| will have capital and surplus of more 


money in thi¢ countfy started. Our 
gold holdings continued to increase un- 
til the peak was reached in April of 
1927. at $4,610,000,000. 

Below Comparisons. 
The foreign trade and gold move 
ment figures just given out at Wash- 
ington cover April of this year. The 
figures for the 10 months of the cur- 
rent fiscal year ending June 30, are 
given below with comparisons for the 
past eight years, first merchandise 
exports and imports with the excess 
of exports over imports and then the 
same for the gold movement. 

For the ten months of the govern- 
ment’s current fiscal year to the end 
of April we had an xcess of exports 
over imports of $1,060,%00,000, the 
largest since the corresponding period 
of 1922 with a drop in the meantime 
to only 8$231,000,000. For the first 
ten months of last year we shipped 
out $236,000,000 more gold than we 
imported. For the corresponding pe- 
riod of this year gold imports ex- 
ceeded exports by $101.000.000. 

Gain More Wealth. 

When the post-war deflation pe- 
riod ended, leaving us the strongest 
country in *he world. the federal re- 
serve had to decide between adopting 
a policy of using our financial and 
industrial strength to gain more 
wealth as rapidly as possible from 
the rest of the world.-or else help 
war ridden countries back on their 
feet with us sharing at a slower but! 
more lasting pace in the general re- | 


covery. The last-named pvi.cy Was 
.ichtly selected. It was in earrying 
out this policy that money was made 
cheaper in the summer of 1927, so 
that part of our unprecedented gol 
holdings could be shipped abroad. The 
cheap money, policy sadopted in the 
summer, however, encouraged the un- 
precedented stock speculation which 
the federal reserve is now fighting 
because it is upsetting the credit sit- 
uation of our own and other coun- 
tries. As shown above, we are now 
getting back the gold we shipped 
abroad. beginning in the early autumn 
of 1927. We are drawing back that 
gold partly because of our increasing- 
ly favorable foreign trade balance and 
partly because tke urgent demand of 
our stock market for money has ad- 
ranced interest rates to a point where 
capital is being attracted from every 
part of the world. 

Our increasingly favorable foreign 
trade balance has been due partly to 
the Offerings ci new securities in this 
market by foreign countries with part 
of the proceeds spent here. The high 
interest rates of this year, however. 
have absolutely stopped the floating of 
foerign securities in this market. 
Hence, unless there is a drop in our 
money rates, the drying up of foreign 
loans here will have an unfavorable 
influence on our foreign trade which, 
in turn, will react on our domestic 
business. Before the war, our ex- 
ports were made up mostly of farm 
products. Today, merchandise plays 
a much larger part in our exports.
